When he 
heard the shots he turned about.

he did so the robbers 
shot at Hick­ 
man, but aimed low and the bullet en­ 
tered the body of the little child. With 
a wild cry he started for the side door 
and fell 
to the walk as soon 
as he 
passed through. 
The highwaymen continued shoot­ 
ing and one shot passed near Edward 
Mingo, the proprietor 
of the place, 
and as Frank Mingo, a relative of the 
manager, descended the stairs he, too, 
was the target of the thugs. They fired 
at him 
but missed him. 
Then 
the 
men in the saloon were lined up and 
were searched by the outlaws, who se­ 
cured a little-over $21). 
Then the murderers departed and 
entered two vehicles, which had been 
held for them by a woman, who had 
posted herself nearby. 
From all reports the men who did 
the shooting had two vehicles in wait­ 
ing 
and started for 
the city, 
but 
changed their minds and made their 
way to the east 
for the purpose of 
taking the Soo freight train for the 
east. 
Their tracks were followed for some 
distance, but they doubled on their 
trail.

the middh* of November Vladivostok, 
itussln’s only harbor in the east, will bo 
frozen up. and even If the fleet should 
reach there safely not a ship could en­ 
ter lie fore next May. 
It is to*» late to 
res« in* Port Arthur. 
Under the m ost 
favorable circum stances, without acci­ 
dent or detention, it would take at 
least sixty days for th e fbs*t to get 
there, and that would Is* nearly mid­

Of tin* thirty-seven ships in the fleet 
more than half are entirely now. They

THE BALTIC SEA FLEET 


W . E. Curtis Tells of Dangers 
Besetting Russia’s Squadron.

The Baltic Hoot, which the Russian 
government has been working so laird 
upon ever since the beginning of tho 
w ar and which started its long voyage 
by firing on British fishing floats in the 
North sea, has been delayed for months 
by the discovery of defects In the ves­ 
sels, fiy the necessity of training the 
crews ti nil by accidents which are al­ 
ways occurring on new and untried 
ships, says William E. Curtis, the spe­ 
cial correspondent of the chicago R*h>- 
ord Herald at Washington. 
Naval ex­ 
perts consider it an exceedingly risky 
thing, merely from a mechanical stand­ 
point alone, to start this great fleet on 
ho long a cruise, because no harbor of 
refuge is open to It, and it tms no place 
to go when it gets to the far east. 
By 
the middle of November Vladivostok, 
Russia’s only harbor in I tie east, will he 
frozen up, and even if tile fleet should 
reach there safely not a ship could en­ 
ter tie fore next May. 
It Is too late to 
rescue Bort Arthur. 
Under Hie most 
favorable circumstance's, without acci­ 
dent or detention, it would take at 
least sixty days for the fleet to get 
there, and that would In* nearly mid­ 
winter. 
Of the thirty-seven ships in the fleet 
more than half are entirely new. They 
have been constructed and fltt**d out in 
great haste, and many defects are to 
lie e x is te d . 
Furthermore, the crews 
are green and inexperienced, 
Most of 
the engineers and machinists are un­ 
tried, and very few, lf any, of the men 
on board have ever participated in a 
battle, although, as has been demon­ 
strated in every emergency, the sailors 
and soldiers are both great fighters.

Intervals to overtake or meet the fleet. 
It will I 
necessary to have at least 
ten colliers for tills service, for be­ 
sides what the fleet itself can carry 
not less than 50,000 tons of coal will 
be needed, and the ordinary collier can­ 
not entry mort* than 5,IKM) tons. 
Then 
when the fleet reaches the scene of 
war it must have plenty of fuel handy 
or It will be hell I less. 
A large number of Japanese torpedo 
boats and destroyers have disappeared, 
and nobody knows what has become of 
them. 
It Is suspected that they may 
be lying off the roast of Africa some­ 
where waiting for the Russians to 
come down that way. 
It would be 
easy for the Japanese to follow the 
Russians with a mosquito fleet, not 
only for the purpose of watching their 
movements and keeping the authori­ 
ties at Tokyo informed as to their 
whereabouts, lint to fire an occasional 
torpedo or drop a floating mine in their 
course. 
It Ls the popular opinion that Admi­ 
ral Bojestvensky xviii spend the win­ 
ter cruising about, on tropical waters 
trying his ships, training his men and 
getting everything ready for a res u in iv 
lion of hostilities in the spring. 
But, 
wherever la* goes and whatever he 
does. it will la* always necessary to 
look out for the enemy. 
Such delib­ 
erate cruising is considered absolutely 
necessary to put the fleet In shape for 
battle, because the ships would scarce­ 
ly lie in fighting trim if they were to 
make a quick voyage direct to the 
scent* of hostilities. The Russians have 
no Oregon© or men like Captain Clark 
and Ids crew, and after lh, OOO or J SA HR > 
miles of cruising nil fin* vessels in the 
fleet will require a good deal of over­ 
hauling even lf they are not compelled 
to fight their way through. 
It is scarcely probable that the Ja p a ­ 
nese* will let the Baltic fleet come very 
near the Yellow sen. 
It is doubtful if 
they allow the Russians to even enter 
the Pacific without a battle. 


Tin* Russian fleet at Bort Arthur can 
give the ships of Admiral Rojestven- 
sk.v no assistance. 
The Gromoboi and 
tis* Russia, which made so much troll 
blo ami did so much damage for a lit­ 
tle while, are now not only bors du 
combat, but are frozen lip in the har­ 
bor of Vladivostok.

T h e Baltic fleet, w hich the Russian 
governm ent has been w orking so hard 
upon ever since the beginning «if the 
w a r and which sta rte d its long voyage 
by tiring on British fishing boats in the 
N orth sea, has been delayed for months 
by the discovery of defects in the ves­ 
sels, by the necessity of training the 
crew s and by accidents which are al­ 
w ay s occurring on new and untried 
ships, says William E. Curtis, the spe­ 
cial correspondent of the Chicago Rec­ 
ord-H erald at W ashington. 
Naval ex­ 
perts consider It an exceedingly risky 
tiling, merely from a mechanical stand­ 
point alone, to sta rt this great fleet on 
so long a cruise, because no harbor of 
refuge is open to It, and it has no place 
to go w hen it gets to th e far cost. 
By’ 
th e middle of N ovem ber Vladivostok, 
R u ssia’s only harbor in the east, will be 
frozen up, and even If the fleet should 
reach there safely not a ship could en­ 
ter b«-fore next May. 
It Is too late to 
rescu«* Port A rthur. 
U nder the most 
favorable circumstances, w ithout acci­ 
den t or detention, it would take at 
least sixty «lays for the fleet to get 
there, and that would 1h* nearly mid­ 
w inter. 
Of the thirty-seven ships in the fleet 
m ore than half are entirely new. They 
hav e been constm eted and f\tt«*d out In 
gre a t haste, and m any defects are to 
be ex{H*cted. 
Furtherm ore, the crews 
are green and inexperienced. 
Most of 
th e engineers and m achinists are un­ 
tried, and very few, If any, of the men 
on board have ever participated in a 
battle, although, as lias been dem on­ 
stra te d In every em ergency, the sailors 
and soldiers are both g reat fighters.

T he Russians have 
no Oregons or men like Captain Clark 
and his crew, and afte r 15,01 k) or 1S,<Hmi 
miles of cruising all the vessels In the 
fleet v. ill require a good deal of over­ 
hauling even if they are not compelled 
to fight their w ay through. 
It is scarcely probable that the J a p a ­ 
nese will let the Baltic fleet come very 
near the Yellow s«*a. 
It is doubtful if 
they allow the R ussians to even enter 
the Pacific w ith ou t a battle. 
They 
will know every movement. 
Every 
step of th«* Baltic fle«*t will is* reported, 
and w ithin a few’ weeks, w hen the cold 
w eath er sets In, most of the Japanese 
ships may be released from the block­ 
ade of Port A rth u r and will lie fr«»e to 
cruise southw ard In search of the en­ 
emy.

C ity Attorney Flem ing called 
the 
meeting to order and Announced that 
the first matter of business 
would be 


the gratifieation of a very doubtful 
sentiment. Yt © must have streets and 
sidewalks* and they should be kept and 
maintained in a safe and proper con­ 
dition: but is it not a.-king to much of 
those who ari> property owners in the 
out laying portions »>f 11 m* city, to be 
Compelled to pay for needless and expen­ 
sive sidewalks? Consider for a moment 
what i* means, not only to the property 
owner,{but also to the city. 
Is it a good 
business proposition todraw on the gen* 
eral fund for the amount necessary to 
pay for such sidewalks as the owners of 
the property do not pay for themselves, 
and wait until the owners get ready to 
pay the same 
possibly never? 
Would 
it not be far better, for a time at least, 
to get along with less expensive side­ 
walks in those dist ricts? 
“ As to keeping the streets of the city 
in repair, it has always been my opinion 
that too much money has been, in years 
past, spent for this purpose. 
C ntil the 
last year, some thing like eight thousand 
dollars were annually charged up to the 
street and sidewalk account. 
Of this 
enormous amount, only a small part 
went to pay for sidewalk repairs. 
Prob­ 
ably six thousand dollars yearly may be 
charged to the streets alone. 
W ithout 
finding fault with anybody, I am forced 
to ask 
especially in view of the many 
remarks made in regard to the same- 
is it not time to call a halt on this mode 
of conducting street repairs? 
Is it not 
asking too much of the tax payers 
Besides, 1 
would respectfully suggest 
that you first satisfy yourselves whether 
there is not a very grave legal objec 
tion to this method of repairing street.-' 
Can the general fund lie taken for thif 
purpose? 
"In regard to paving mom streets, 
would also respectfully suggest that 
‘less speed’ would bring about ‘mart 
haste' and better results in this matter 
W ould it not be better and mom satis 
fadury to the tax payers of the eity, if 
when paving of streets is contemplated 
we proceed in a different way than has 
been followed? 
The law gives you tin 
power to plan for, estimate the cost of 
assess and collect the funds for sue 
work in advance of the work being done. 
That is, you may, and I think should, 
get the money first before spending it. 
Vou would then save the general fund 
from depletion, and not have so many 


Alderman F a rra r moved that the city 
clerk be instructed to advertise for bids 
for the printing of the council proceed­ 


ings. 
The matter of approving the bond of 
City Treasurer R. G, \allentyno was 
taken up but it will come up airain at a 
future meeting.

the gratification of a very doubtful 
sentiment. 
W e must have streets and 
sidewalks, and they should be kept and 
maintained in a safe and proper con­ 
dition; but is it not asking to much of 
those who are property owners in tho 
out laying portions of the city, to bo 


c o m p e l l e d to pay for needless and expen­ 
sive sidewalks? Consider for a moment 
what i‘ means, not only to the property 
owner,{but also to tho city. 
Is it a good 
business proposition to draw on the gen­ 
eral fund for the amount necessary to 
pay for such sidewalks as the owners of 
the property do not pay for themselves, 
and wait until the owners get ready to 
pay the same 
possibly never? 
Would 
it not be far better, for a time at least, 
to get along with less expensive side­ 
walks in those districts? 
“ As to keeping tin; streets of the city 
in repair, it has always been my opinion 
that too much money has been, in years 
past, spent for this purpose. 
Until the 
last year, some thing like eight thousand 
dollars were annually charged up to the 
street and sidewalk account. 
Of this 
enormous amount, only a small part 
went to pay for sidewalk repairs. 
Prob­ 
ably six thousand dollars yearly may be 
charged to the streets alone. 
Without 
finding fault with anybody, I am forced 
to ask—especially in view of the many 
remarks made in regard to the same- 
is it not time to call a halt on this mode 
of conducting street repairs? 
Is it not 
asking too much of the tax payers? 
Besides, I 
would respectfully suggest 
that you first satisfy yourselves whether 
there is not a very grave legal objec­ 
tion to this method of repairing streets? 
Can the general fund be taken for this 
purpose? 
“ In regard to paving more streets, I 
would also respectfully suggest that 
‘less speed’ would bring about ‘more 
haste' and better results in this matter. 
Would it not be better and more satis­ 
factory to the tax payers of the city, if' 
when paving of streets is contemplated, 
we proceed in a different way than has 
been followed?

Following tho custom 
of my predecessors in office, I take this 
occasion to submit to you a few sugges­ 
tions and recommendations for your 
future consideration and action. 
“ I am not unmindful of the fact that 
our city, like all other young and grow­ 
ing cities, has its wants and needs, some 
of which are indispensable and must be 
met and provided for, while others 
largely fanciful and unnecessary 
can 
be, I think, dispensed with or deferred 
to another and more propitious time. 
In my opinion, too much money has 
been spent by the city in the past for 


cription, and further *in regard to arc 
lights,’ the work on same should be 
done by contract, and said contract let 
to the lowest bidder, under supervision 
of the superintendent. 
“ In all things pertaining to the city, 
it seems to me quite essential that 
strict and 
rigid economy should bi 
practiced. 
Indeed, in view of the pres­ 
ent condition of the finance of the city, 
is it not absolutely necessary to see to it 
that some of the expenses be cut down? 
I hope and trust that this suggestion 
will not be forgotten, and will receive 
tho earnest attention of the council. 
“ I am not disposed to find fault with 
what has been done 
it cannot be re­ 
called, but 1 would most earnestly urge 
upon you the necessity of a change in 
the present method of spending the pub 
lie funds of the city. 
Times and condi­ 
tions demand it. 
“ I believe that three policeman be­ 
sides the chief can do the work of the 
police force, and I 
would recommend 
that the services of one of the patrol­ 
men be dispensed w ith. 
“ As to tho policy which I shall pur 
sue, especially, in regard to certain well 
understood places, practices and p rivi­ 
leges, I cannot, at present at least, see 
the need of any great change being 
made therein. 
I t may be that later on 
some changes will be suggested. 
The 
moral condition of the city is not all 
that it should be, but how is it possible 
to enforce stricter rules than have been 
applied when public sentiment will not 
sustain them? 
I would be glad, for one, 
to see better and more healthly moral 
condition of things in our city, and 
I 
shall always be glad to listen to any 
suggestion from any source that will 
bring this about. 
“ Hoping that we shall have a 
good 
understanding with each other, 
and 
we shall ‘pull together’ for tho best in 
terest of the city, and wishing the sev 
oral officers of the city, one and all, a 
long and happy life, I am,
